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SSC cagers clinch tie, shoot for FWC title-.

The Sacramento State Hornets, Cin- 
derella team of the Far Western Con- 
ference, who at the outset of the season 
looked as if they would have trouble 
winning more than they would lose, have 
returned home from the Bay Area owning 
at least a tie for the title. 

The SSC cagemen slipped by a stubborn 
Cal State Hayward team Friday night, 
68-67, as hustling Terry Raye hit the nets 
for the game’s final two points with less 
than seven seconds remaining on the clock, 
to give the Hornets the narrow win, 

In the finale of the weekend series, 
which saw the Hornets win streak extend 
to 11, ‘‘Heron’s Heroes” defeated the 
pesky San Francisco Gators, 67-61. 

Leading throughout the Pioneer game, 
the Hornets found themselves with their 
backs to the wall as the Cal State cagers,

behind the shooting of forward Tom Scott, 
pulled ahead of the SSC visitors, 67-66. 
With ten seconds remaining the Hornets 
called time out to talk the matter over. 
Returning to the court, Terry Raye took 
a pass that looked doomed for out of 
bounds and shoveled a shot through the 
cords to give the Hornets the slim vic- 
tory. 

Not only did the shot give the first 
place Hornets their eighth league victory 
but it proved to many fans that Sac State 
does possess the qualities of a champion. 

SSC placed four players in double 
figures against the Pioneers, with Larry 

Maxey pacing the Hornets with 16. Mitch 
Third was close behind with 15 as Terry 
Raye tallied 12 and Ray Piefer totaled Il. 

Leading 35-29 at the halftime inter- 

mission, the Hornets took advantage of 19 
Pioneer turnovers in commanding a lead 
that could get no greater than 9 points 
in the fina! half. 


Regents levee tuition 
on UC students 


of this and its future effect on the State 


By a 16 to 6 vote, the University of 
California Board of Regents, Friday, cast 
aside 101 years of tradition by leveeing 
a tuition charge on university students. 


The tuition will be $450 for under- 
graduates and $480 for graduate students 
next fall, One year from now the fees will 
increase to $600 per year for under- 
graduates and $660 for graduates. The 
current fee for California residents 
is $300. 


Under the approved plan, UC students 
will be ailowed to defer payment of the 
fee until after graduation. Speculation 
has it that about half of the students will 
take this option. Resulting revenue from 
the tuition, for the first year, will be 
around $8 million, provided students use 
the deferment option. 


rhe big controversy now centers around 
the possible uses of the additional revenue. 
Indications have it that, at least in the 
first year, the funds will be used for 
construction purposes. UC President 
Charles J. Hitch, who voted against the 
tuition plan, said he was concerned that 
the funds would not be used for student 
aid. 

Besides Hitch, those voting against 
the proposal were: Regents William K, 
Coblentz, Frederick G. Dutton, William 
E. Forbes, William M, Roth and Norton 
Simon. Dutton, who led a vigorous fight 
against the plan, accused the Governor of 
‘railroading’ the measure past the Board. 
‘*] would like the record to show that we 
voted on the main motion (tuition) without 
one moment of discussion,’’ Dutton said. 
“We didn’t talk about the class effect 


of California. Dutton was backed by 
Mrs. Edward H. Heller, who abstained 
from voting, saying, ‘‘I did not get a 
chance to speak on the main motion.” 


Governor Reagan defended himseif on 
the “railroad’’ charge saying that tuition 
had been discussed for two years and would 
have been approved last month if he had 
not offered an alternative plan to that of 
UC President Hitch, 


With a measure of this magnitude before 
the Board, extraordinary procedures 
marked the meeting. Two legislators, 
Senator Albert Rodda of Sacramento and 
Assemblyman John Vasconcellos of Santa 
Clara were given special permission, 
requiring board vote, to speak on the 
subject. 


Rodda, chairman of the Senate Edu- 
cation Committee, warned that abondon- 
ment of the  tuition-free principle of 
higher education would probably lead to the 
“polities of tuition.’’ He also said that 
it is unlikely that the legislature will 
impose tuition on the state colleges next 
fall. Vasconcellos asked the regents to 
conduct ‘ta whole series’’ of public 
hearings throughout the state on the tuition 
issue, but to no avail. 


The measure passed by the board 
leaves no doubt that the regents intend 
to abandon a tuition-free higher education 
system. The first paragraph of the 
motion states that ‘‘the university ac- 
cepts the general concept that the student 
is economically responsible for a part of 
his educational costs.” 


Making every shot count, the Hornets 
seemingly had it put away before the 
Pioneer sharp-shooter, Tom Scott, went 
to work. The slender cornerman pumped 
in four straight jump shots to set the 
stage for Raye’s heroics. 

In Saturday night’s fray the Hornets 
were coasting to victory, sensing a share 
for the title, but before they knew it the 
Gators had pulled within four points with 
1:49 on the clock. 

Yet the Hornets were not to be denied 
the championship which they fought so hard 
to win. 

Tom Wood, the fine Sac State floor 
leader, cooly sank four charity tosses 
within 30 seconds to give the Hornets 
the margin of victory. 

Heading the Hornet offensive attack 
was Mitch Third, who tanked 16, while 
teammate Larry Maxey added 13, Little 
Joe Carr added 9 points as the Washing- 
ton D.C. guard gave the San Francisco 
fans a taste of his patent jump shot,

hitting three of his bombs, some as much 
as 30 feet out. 

The Hornets, who now lead the FWC 
by two games with only one remaining 
weekend series, would have to lose both 
contests, to Chico and Davis, while second 
place Chico would have to win both of their 
remaining contests, if the Hornets were to 
tie for the title. Any combination of a 
Hornet win or loss by the Wildcats would 
give the Green and Gold sole possession 
of the championship they deserve. 

The Hornets will enjoy the homecourt 


advantage as the crucial series takes place | 


in the SSC gym. 

The Friday night contest pits the 
Hornets against Chico State while Satur- 
day night the Aggies of Davis will pose a 
very formidable opponent. 

Both contests will start at 8:00 p.m, 
and it looks to this writer lik>the Hornets 
should come away with the title.

Lower age of adulthood to 19 


Editor, The Hornet: 

On February 18, | introduced 
legislation in the California As- 
sembly to lower the age of adult- 
hood in this state for al) purposes 
from 21 years of age to 19. 


If the Legislature passes my 
proposal, it will appear on the Nov~- 
ember election ballot asa constitu- 
tional amendment. Your efforts, 
plus those of thousands of other 
young people in California, will be 
required if we are to convince the 
voters to support lowering the 
age of adulthood. 


he primary impact of my 
legislation would be to lower the 
voting age. However, you will no- 
tice two departures from the usual 
proposals in this field, 


First, my legislation would 
lower the age to 19, rather than 
18. By 19, everyone is out of 


high school, men become eligible 
for the draft, and many people 
marry, start families, and start 


work ~- paying taxes just like 
people over 21. 

Second, my legislation would set 
19 as the age for all adult responsi- 
bilities and rights, Right now young 
people are unable to buy a car under 
an installment loan until they are 
21, men cannot marry without 
parental consent, and young people 
are not fully responsible for their 
conduct until 21, 


I fee! we have a much better 
chance to convince the voters to en- 
dor se a lowering of the age of adult- 
hood to 19 than we do to convince 
them to lower just the voting are te 
18, The age is more reasonable and 
there is a trade-off of new re- 
sponsibilities for the new rights. 


I believe my legislation is the 
most thorough ever offered in this 
field, 1 introduced it only after 
months of research into the rights 
and problems of young people. I 
hope I can count on your enthusias- 
tic support, and that you will do 
what you canto sell this program to 


others on your campus, so we can 
go to the voters in the fall with a 
vigorous campaign to accomplish 
this long overdue reform in our 
laws,

Conquer the problem of financial 
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have to endure the agony of not 
being able to make definite plans 
overseas? Is there somcthing that 
can be done ‘o prevent last minute 
problems? 

The answer to the first two 
questions is no, You don’t have to 
go through a last minute crisis if 
you take basic precautions when 
you sign up for the flight. 

Here are some tips: 

(A) Avoid charter flight pro- 
grams that list only a city post 
office box and a telephone number 
in a newspaper, particularly if itis 
in the opposite end of the state, for 
two reasons: 1) Unless it is a 
coliege program, it is illegal for 
the agent te advertise in your news- 
paper; 2) usually there are hidden 
costs involved, like membership 
and administrative fees to pay and 
a possible last-minute additional 
assessment if not enough people 
sign up. 

If the program is not an official 
program, check to be sure that your 
deposit and flight payment is ina 
reliable bank ‘‘trust account’’ with 
only the agent and airline as signa- 
tors. Generally the airlines insist 
on this clause, but then there are 
agents who are selling seats to you 
without planes and, thus, without 
airlines,

(B) Be sure that the charter 
flight agent holds contracts for the 
planes he is trying to promote. One 
of the most illegal, and still com- 
mon, practices is to try to sell 
enough seats and then try to find an 
avaiiable aircraft, 

In this vein, watch out for pro- 
grams that put you on an early 
waiting list after collecting a de- 
posit, Always ask the name of the 
airline when signing up and if you 
have any questions, contact the air- 
line. The major airlines won’t give 
you a4 bum steer. 

If the travel agent won’t give you 
the name of one airline, don’t sign 
up. If he gives you the name of 
three or four without being speci- 
fic, no matter what the excuse, 
watch out! 

The Attorney General’s office 
suspended three charter programs 
in October for these kinds of viola- 
tions — 

(C) Donot sign up for a program 
that hands you a membership card 
at the time you fill out a reservation 
form. This is highly illegal for 
several reasons: 

1) You must be a member of the 
group at least six months prior to 
flight departure and so must every- 
one else who is on the flight with 
you, Only school programs are 
exempted from this provision, 

2) You must be a member of 
the cluo before you receive the 
flight list and reservation mater- 
jals, It is even illegal to promote 
club membership at the same time 
as you promote the charter flights. 


These regulations were appar- 
ently de signed to prevent individual 
travel agents from setting up phony 
clubs just to sell seats on aircraft 
to anyone who wanted to sign up. 

Any student who has checked on 
charters and followed up on news- 
paper ads knows that these clubs 
still exist, Some agents have as 
many as 20 front clubs for a 
charter flight program, This is 
known in travel circles as the ‘‘um- 
brella concept’’. Usually the same 
few planes are promoted by all of 
the different clubs. Every sooften 
the C.A.B. cracks down on these 
programs and again students get 
left standing in the airport, 

There are several excellent 
clubs in California with complete, 
proven, and beneficial exchange in- 
ternational and intercultural pro- 
grams, However, a _ student 
traveler is cautioned about the 
many ‘‘shady’’ operations. 

Talk to your fellow students who 
have traveled, remember these 
hints, and you should enjoy a sum- 
mer of fun and relaxation, instead 
of having to continually worry about 
‘‘being taken for a ride’’ and maybe 
not getting home exactly the way 
you had expected.

Bill would modify 
teacher license law 


Legislation has been introduced 
in the State Senate to modify Cali- 
fornia’s laws regarding licensing 
of school teachers. Sponsored by 
Sen. Fred Marler Jr. of Redding, 
SB 348 would specify majors and 
minors in ‘‘subject matter areas” 
only as opposed to the current 
requirement of strictly ‘‘academic 
subject matter areas,’’ 

SB 348 wouid also delete the 
requirement that administrative 
and supervisory personnel teach 


|} an academic subject in the ten 


years preceeding appointment, 
Similar legislation was in- 
troduced in 1969 in the form of 
Assembly Bill 740 by Leo Ryan of 
South San Francisco, This bill 
passed both houses of the legis- 
lature easily but failed to be- 
come a law when vetoed by Gov, 
Ronald Reagan, Whether or not 
SB 348 will meet with the same fate 
remains to be seen during the

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Chico, Sacramento State Colleges 
establish overseas summer session 


Sacramento State College and 
Chico State College have embarked 
on what has been described as the 
first joint college effort to 
establish overseas summer ses- 
sion programs among California’s 
nineteen State Colleges, These 
programs will be located in Lre- 
land, Italy and Yugoslavia. Pe- 
ginning this summer, the program, 
which will be open to approximate ly 
230 students from throughout Cali- 
fornia and the United States, will 
consist of forma) five-week 
sessions which will be followed by 
five-week travel and independent 
study tours, 

Dr. Clyde Enroth, professor of 
English at Sacramento State 
College, will be the director of the 
Irish study center which will be 
located at St. Kieran’s College in 
Kilkenny, Ireland. Enroth will 
teach a course in modern Irish 
literature and will have an in- 
structional staff of three pro- 
fessors from Irish universities, 

Other centers will be es- 
tablished in L’Aquila, a univer- 
sity town near Rome, and in Bari, 
a city on the Adriatic Sea, under 
the direction of Chico State College 
professors, The Yugoslavian pro- 
gram will be offered at the 
University of Skopje’s residential 
center at Lake Ohrid, also direc- 
ted by Chico academicians. 

Dr, Otto Butz, acting-president 
of SSC, who had made the original 
announcement on Feb, 5, stated, 
“This new program offers 
Americans a splendid opportunity 
to study abroad during a summer 
session at a financial rate which 
is within the reach of most graduate 
students as wellas school teachers 
and other interested people. The 
program is designed to take ad- 
vantage of low-cost transatlantic 
air fares and European dormitory 
space that would otherwise be 
unused during the summer, The 
result is an academically rich 
program at the lowest possible cost 
to students,’’ 

The total cost of the program 
which yields six units of college 


credit, is $725, including round- 
trip transatlantic airfare, The 
fee also includes room and board 
at the summer centers for the five - 
week academic program which is 
planned, 


The last half of the ten-week 
summer study program includes 
independent study throughout 
Europe from July 25 to August 
30. 

Courses in history, political 
science, economics, art, litera- 


ture, philosophy, and sociology will 
be offered, Field trips to important 
cultural centers will be included, 

Dr. Butz announced that plans 
for additional programs in South 
American and Far Eastern univer - 
sities in subsequent summers are 
being worked out,

Howe bridge provides 


traffic jam 


Sacramento motorists, as well 
as SSC students who normally com- 
mute in and out of the city, will no 
longer be confronted with the daily 
traffic jams which occur near SSC, 

After a brief ceremony the 
quarter-mile bridge, which spans 
the American River, was opened to 
the public, 

This bridge is expected to re- 
lieve congestion along J Street, 
Carson Drive and Fair Oaks Boule- 
vard caused by traffic to and from 
the college. 

This in turn will provide motor - 
ists arriving from east and north- 
west points with back-door access 
to the school parking lois via 
Collegetown Drive, thus avoiding 
the H street Bridge. Also, the 
bridge serves as another north 
area connection to Highway 50. 

Construction of the dual con- 
crete spans began in June, 1968 and 
with the Howe Avenue extension 
from Fair Oaks Bivd, to U.S. 3 
the entire project cost $2.8 million. 

The majority of the funds for the 
project ($1.8 million) were sup- 
plied by city gas taxes, with the 
remainder from federal-and state 
sources and a private developer.
